A MUSICAL 


DIRECTOR OTTEN HAS A CONCERT cox. 
TRACT AND NO MUSICIANS. 


A Complimentary Concert Arranged for the 
Mete Cannot Be Given, Because Mr. 
Otten Is Not a K. of L.—What He Says, and 
What Leader Vogel Has to Say Concerning 
the Situation. 


There is a difference between music as an art 
and muste as s business. The former ts at 
least supposed to raise ite votaries above 


pest winter the local musicians have 
been industriously organizing for their mutual 
protection in the fight for business, and now 
the first contest between their organization and 
the capital that wishes to employ them on 
terms inoonsistant with rules and regula- 
tions adopted is on. The Musicians 
Union includes all of the manipu- 
laters of musical instruments here in the city, 
and has for its President, Owen Miller, the 
trombone player of Pope’s orchestra. On the 
Mthinst, a scale of prices was adopted under 
which all musicians employed in orchestras at 
theaters receive $18 for eight performances 
and one rehearsal.

MR. DABNEY CARR 

Manager of the Choral Society, and Joseph 
Otten, Director of the society, for a concert to 
be given on May 4, complimentary to the icon- 
vention delegates. Otten immediate- 
y notified the musicians who have 
been playing with him all winter 
in the Choral Society Orchestra of the engage: 
ment, and they returned a notification that 
they could not play with him. The scale of 
123 mentioned, which goes into effect 

a 2. would appli to this con- 
cert as outside the Choral Society 
work, and if Mr. Otten was going to take out- 
side en ments he would have to join the 
Union. r. Carr made an effort to get the 
musicians together, but met with the same 
opposition resulting on Mr. Otten’s effort. 
An expianation of the situation was given by 
Mr. Otten this morning: ‘‘The musicians of 
the city have formed a Union, which I believe 
is a branch of the Knights of Labor. They 
have adopteda scale of prices and laws, one 
of which is that they will not 
play with any persons who are not members 
of the Union. I am nota member and when 
I proposed to give this concert they refused 
to play with me. They also raised a money 
difficulty, requiring 7 or one concert andtwo 
rehearsals ,instead of $7 as heretofore. Our con- 
tract with the Medical Convention Committee 
was onthe basis of $7 for each of fifty men. 
Two dollars more would make a difference of 
$100, and would put the concert out of the 
question.“

„No, for there is another issue. Mr. Vogel 
of the Olympic and Grand Opera-house 
orchestras, employs some of the men who have 
been pia ing in the Choral Society, and 
during e winter he has allowed these 
men to play with the society, only 
exacting that they secure substitutes in the 
theater orchestra. Now he says I 
have no ht to step out of my 
province—as he calls the Choral Society 
work—and take engagements in competition 
with him and and with other leaders.

THE LAND PURCHASE BILL. - 

LONDON, April 22.—The Irish land purchase 
bill, which the House of Commons last Fri- 
dao nicht gave Mr. Gladstone permission to 
introduce, was issued to-day. It covers 
twenty-six pages. The bill is divided 
into five parts. There are fifty- 
three clauses and four schedules. 
The dil provides that a landlord 


who is desirous to sell his property shall ap- 
ly to the State authority; the latter shall re- 
er the application thus made to a d Com- 
mission which, after making an inquiry, shall 
fix a price at “which the r shall be sold, 
unless the landlords and the State authorit 
have previously come to an reement. 
the landlord object to the price ed by the 
commission, he may withdraw his applica- 
tionon paying the costs. When a sale of 
property bas been affected the Commission 
shall pay the creditors before making any 
other distribution of the purchase money. 
CERTAIN RENT CHARGES 
may be bought outright by the State authority, 
or payment may be continued from the ten- 
ants’ repayments. In cases of property 
whereon there ts reasonable cause to suppose 
that valuable minerals exist, the Commission 
shall add to the purchase money a fair 
sum therefor, and the minerala realized 
from said property shall be vested in the State 
authority, or such local body asthe Irish 
Legislature may provide. The Irish Receiver- 
General and deputies, who areto execute the 
financial part of the act, shall be appointed to 
hold office as r civil servants, 
subject to the authority of the . They 
shail be paid from the Imperial Exchequer, 
but the Irieh Government shall appoint the 
collectors.

They tell us that 
State authority has been contemptuously 
defied and set at naught during this 
strike, while all the orders and require- 
ments of the Upited States Deputy Mar- 
shals have been cautiously obeyed every- 
where. It is explained that State officials, 
politicians and aspirants as they are and 
too much afrafa of offending classes of 
local voters, are teaching capitalists that 
the only safe assurance of protection for 
their railroad property is the jurisdiction 
of the United States courts. 

The only foundation for this extreme 
statement appears to be the cautious dis- 
tinction which disorderly persons make 
during a railroad strike between railroads 
in the hands of owners and railroads run 
by courts. To interfere with the opera- 
tions of the latter is to become liable to 
the summary proceedings and penalties 
for contempt which the courts can apply 
in such cases—State courts as well as 
United States courts—and a railroad oper- 
ated by a State court would be, for the 
same reason, as free from interference as 
arailroad under the receivership of a 
United States court. 

Here in St. Louis and Missouri mene is 
no more resistance to the processes of the 
State courts than tothe processes of the 
United States courts, and disorderly in- 
terference with railroad operations has 
been suppressed by the ordinary police 
without calling out a single militiaman or 
musket. Mr. GOULD’sroads in Texas and 
Kansas have had as vigorous and effectual 
protection from the State authorities as 
the Texas & Pacific has had from the 
United States courts. State troops have 
been employed in Kansas, Texas. and 
Tilinois as vigorously and successfully as 
United States troops ever have been any- 
where, and the whole United States army 
could not maintain better order than the 
Illinois militia are maintaining in East St. 


| Louis now. 


What more can our dissatisfied con- 
temporaries esk? United States author- 
ity has been set at naught in Utah for 
thirty years. It has not yet suppressed 
smuggling, timber-cutting or moonshine 
whisky-makers. Itutterly failed to main- 
tain order in the South during the varpet- 
bag era, and the rehabilitation of the 
State Governments has given the helpless 
negroes better protection and more peace 
and prosperity than United States troops 
and civil rights laws ever assured to them 
under the carpet-bag governments. Are 
the laws better enforced or is there less 
lawlessness in the Territories under the 
United States Government than in the 
States under the State Governments? 
Compare the history of Kansas as a Terri- 
tory with her history as a State, and an- 
ewer this question. 

It seems to us that this complaint of the 
comparative weakness and inefficiency of 
the State authorities to execute the trust 
confided tothem is founded on a misap- 
prehension of the facts or is referable to 
those peculiarities of temper which made 
60 Many people complain that there was 
not half enough of vigor and cruelty in 
the prosecution of our late war. That 
there has never been half enough of mar- 
tiallaw, coercion, famine and bloodshed 
in the government of Ireland is still the 
honest opinion of a great many good peo- 
ple. 
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WEW STRIKERS. 

The servant girls of Tarrytown, N. ¥ 
demanded an increase of wages yesterday, 
and the demand being refused, they quit 
work ma body and are now on a strike. 
These girls were receiving from $14 to $16 
per month and board, but wanted more 
money ta meet the demands of the picnic 
and exoursion season. Their complete bill 
of grievances is not given, but it is sup- 
posed that they demanded more time to 
entertain beaux in the kitohen and to read 
new novels.

THERE is premature rejoicing in Repub- 
lican circles over the charge made by dis- 
appointed applicants and their friends 
that the lady appointed for a third term 
in the Louisville Post-office is a Republi- 
can.

FLOUR MEN FIGHT. 


MESSRS. J. B. M. KEHLOR AND JOHN W. 
KAUFFMAN HAVE A SET-TO. 


A Brief and Bloodless Battle in a Corridor of 
the Merchants’ Exchange—A Letter to New 
Orleans and Another One from the Same 
Point Cause the Row. 


There was greater excitement on Change 
to-day than has come to the surface there 
since the Flint-Daly fight. The 
cause of the flurry was not any 
apprehension in regard to arrests 
or indictments for aiding and abetting 
‘pugilism, but a real lively off-hand fight with 
a flying start to it in which two members of the 
Exchange were the principals. The encounter 
took place in the south corridor, just outside 
the floor, and was as select as if the battle had 
been fought in a private room with

The gentlemen who introduced their 
fists to each other were Mr. J. B. M. Kehior 
of Kehlor Bros., millers, and John W. 
Kauffman, President of the Kauffman Milling 
Company.

A LETTER FFOM NEW ORLEANS 
in his hand when he approached Mr. 
Kehlor; the letter contained a statement 
regarding representations made by Mr. Kehior 
in a communication to his agent in New Orleans 
concerning the Kauffman flour. Mr. Kehlor 
had cast suspicion upon the wheat from which 
the Kauffman flour was manufactured. Mr. 
Kauffman asked Mr. Kehiorif he had written 
such a statement to New Orleans and the 
latter replied in the aflirmative. The men 
continued discussing the matter until they for 
in the corridor, when Mr. Kehlor was heard to 
call the other gentleman a liar. Different 
stories are told about what followed. 
Frank Ryan and Wm. Kant, who stepped 
out of the elevator'at the moment tire sparing 
began, say that Kauffman struck Kehlor on the 
head with his fist and knocked him down. 
Mr. an holdsthe same version of tho 
story. Mr. Keblor, who is all smiles and 
has no mark of any kind — 1

slightly bruised, says he struck either Kauff- 
man or the wall and then slipped and fell. At 
any rate they tried hard to hit each other, but 
Messrs. Ryan and Kant caught hold of them 
— 1 them apart, and there the battle 
en . 

Mr. Kauffman refused to make any detailed 
statement rr the row. He said simply 
that he had had a controversy with Mr. Keh- 
lor; that Kehlor had called him a liar and he 
had knocked him down ; that was all. 

KEHLOR’S EXPLANATION. 

Mr. Kehlor said in explanation of the 
trouble that some time ago he sent a brand 
of flour to New Orleans, which was in- 
spected by the doard and passed as an extra 
fancy brand. Mr. Kaufman, who was an out- 
side party and had no further interest in the 
matter than that he, like other St. Louis 
millers, sent flour to New Or- 
leans, got his agent at the Crescent Oity 
Mr. Ohris Kaufman, to go to a buyer who had 
taken 200 barreis of the Kehior flour, and by 
offering to pay $10, the price of re-inspection, 
managed to have him appeal from the 
first decision and send the Kehlor flour 
before the Board of Arbitration, where the 
first decision was reversed and the flour was 
thereby injured to some extent as to its future 
in New Orleans. Mr. Kehilor says he 
went to Mr. Kaufman after 
the first news of this interference 
and asked bim for an explanation. Kauf- 
man denied that his agent was doing or had 
done anything ot the kind charged, and there 
the matter ended for the time being. Last week 
Mr.Keblor elved another letter from his New 
Orleans abet stating that the Kaufmans were 
still waging’ the same kind of war on thé 
Kehlor our. Mr. Kehlor went to Mr. 
Kaufm again, and once more 
asked him to explain. This time 
Mr. Kaufman said he thought he knew how 
to run his own business best and again denied 
the im ment. Mr. Kehlor then said: 
‘*Well, if youare going to continue this kind 
of war we will meet you on your own 
ground. If you will not deal fair with us, we 
must resort to the same methods as your- 
elt. Mr. Kehlor says he then wrote 
his agent, a Mr. Youman, at N 
leavs, telling him what the 
Hour was made ot and giving him 
sion to use the letter in any manner 
fit so as to combat the opposition. What Mr. 
Youmans did with the letter Mr. Kehlor can 
only infer; he heard no more about 
it until this morning when Kaufman 
came up to him on the floor of the Exchange 
and showed bim a letter which Raufman had 
received from his New Orleans man; this letter 
referred to the letter Mr. Kehlor had sent to 
Mr. Youman; Mr. Kaufman asked him 
if he had written such a letter and 
Mr. Kehlor replied that he had.

LOOKS SQUALLY. 
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THE SWITCHMENS STRIKE IN CHICAGO 
STILL IN FULL BLAST. 


92 — Sheriffs and Pinkerton De- 

Sent te the Yards—Trouble Feared— 
The Strikers Enjqined—The New York Street 
Car Strike Not Settled—Labor News. 


Cuicaco, April 22.—Trouble ts feared in con- 
nection with the Lake Shore strike to-day. If 
the plans are carried out, a foree of 150 or 
more deputy sheriffs and 50 Pinkerton men 
will be put in the company’s yards and, under 
their protection, an earnest attempt will be 
made to set the freight trains in motion. The 
strikers are apparently determined the trai ns 
shall not be moved, and a collision of more or 
less seriousness between them and the officers 
seem imminent. The strikers held a long 
meeting at their hall on Wentworth avenue 
last night and again pledged fealty, so they 
said. They also made arrangements for two 
days’ proceedings, but they would not say 
what these were. A reporter learned that 
the transferring of Lake Shore freight at Por- 
ter, Ind., to the Michigan Oentral and the 
forcing of such freight on the Baltimore & 
Ohio, was meeting with severe condemnation 
from the strikers, and trouble is likely to en- 
sue there if the practice is not stopped. 

An attempt was made by the North Chicago 
Rolling Mill Company to move several car- 
loads of coke to their mills af South Ohieago 
proved futile, it being found that the side 
track and “ were mysteriously blockaded. 
Although the strikers offered no objection to 
the moving of coke-laden cars, Nelson Morris 
was refused permission by the switchmen to 
load Merchants“ Despatch cars for shipments 
over the Nickel Plate and Michigan Oentral, 
they claiming that those roads were one with 
the Lake Shore, being part of the Vanderbilt 
system. 

It is ramored that Armour, Fairbanks and 
other heavy shippers are beginning to feel the 
effects of the strike and are making efforts to 
bring it to a speedy close. It is impossible to 
predict the success they will meet with. 

‘TURNED A SWITCH. 

Last night, as an engine of the Nickel Plate 
was pulling out a train of ten cars from the 
stock yards, on the South Branch of the ‘‘Y,’’ 
leading to the main track at Root street, the 
engine and tender ran off the track, the switch 
having been turned the wrong way. The 
switchmen say they set the switch properly 
and that some one tampered with it malicious- 
ly when their backs were turned. There was 
not much damage done, but had the train been 
going at a much faster rate of speed, a serious 
wreck would have been the result. The 
strikers denied any knowledge of the affair. 

TROUBLE FEARED. 

The sole topie of conversation at the yards 
of the Lake Shore Railroad, early this morn- 
ing, was the probability of an attempt being 
made by the company, with the assistance of 
Sheriff Hanchett, to move the freight which is 
biocking the yards. The few strikers who 
were around at an early hour had not much to 
say to reporters, but whispered conversations 
among themselves went to show that they ap- 
preciated the fact thatto-day might bring on 
a determined struggle. As long as no force is 
brought to bear but that of the-Sheriff, every- 
thing may be conducted peaceably, but 
introduction of Pinkerton men; it is claimed, 
may be the signal for bloodshed. The men 
claim to have an antipathy for this class of 
men Owing tothe experience at McOormick’s 
and in other localities throughout the country. 

Shortly before 7 o’clock the switchmen on 
guard at the cros Ww relieved fro 
and from thattimeon the men began 
semble at Root and at Forty-third street. The 
strikers were more taciturn thanever, and 
would express no opinion as to the anticipated 
events of the day. At 7:30, however, every- 
thing was as quiet as beretofore, and no reil- 
able information was obtainable as to the visit 
of the Sheriff and his deputies. It is claimed 
by the strikers tnat few of the imported 
switchmen will be willing to go to work to- 
day. The Sheriff had not commenced to mus- 
ter his men up to 9 o’ clock this forenoon.

The bill recites that these men are interfering 
with the movements of the railroad company, 
and are in other ways trespassers, and praying 
for an injunction to prevent their further in- 
terference with the operations of the company.

New York, April @.—The New York Yacht 
Club has finally heard from Lieut. W. Henn of 
the Royal Navy, owner of the British cutter 
Galatea. Lieut. Henn practically promises to 
bring his craft across the Atlantic to race for 
the American cup. Through J. B. Webb, his 
friend, Lieut. Henn sete forth at length his 
purposes. Having considered the letter ad- 
dressed him by the New York yachtemen some 
weeks ago, the Lieutenant accepts almost 
without an exception of consequence all the 
provisions suggested by the Americans. Upon 
one or two points, however, he raises, ques- 
tions and enters claims for consideration. In 
no matter, however, are the differences raised 
likely to de serious. In fact, it is 
said to be suggested by Lieut. Henn 
that in case any of his suggestions of changes 
from last year’s rules are not recognized as 
fair, he would be glad to join with the New 
Yorkers on the choice of some gentleman 
whose province it shall be to act as arbiter 
and settle any differences arising, his decision 
to be recognized as binding by both sides. 
Lieut. Henn’s letter will be considered at a 
meeting of the New York Club’s American Oup 
Committee, to be held this evening. The com- 
mittee consists of Commodore Gerry, ex-Oom- 
modore Smith, Vice-Commodore Haight, Rear 
Commodore Barron, Secretary Wm. Krebs, 
G. L. Haight, J. 8. Dickerson and Phil Schuy- 
ler. Lieut. Henn's suggestions are likely to 
receive a very generous consideration, and his 
suggestion as to arbitration of any differences 
will hardly be opposed with strenuousness.
